Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
Southwick  Urban  District  for  the  year  1953. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  dilfer  very  slightly  from  last  year. 
The  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  has  remained  about 
the  same  but  the  number  of  new  cases  has  shown  a  slight  increase. 
This  finding  applies  to  the  country  as  a  whole.  While  the  curative 
and  treatment  side  of  tuberculosis  have  gone  ahead  in  a  most 
spectacular  and  impressive  manner,  the  preventative  side  has  lagged 
far  behind.  At  present  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  prevention  of 
tuberculosis  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 
In  my  opinion  we  should  be  in  a  much  better  position  to  tackle  the 
problem  if  we  had  one  authority  in  control  of  both  services. 

We  had  a  large-scale  measles  epidemic  in  the  early  months  of 
the  year.  As  yet  we  have  found  no  effective  means  of  active 
immunisation  against  measles.  Measles  may  be  prevented  or 
attenuated  in  those  children  who  by  reason  of  debility  or  other 
disease  are  in  grave  danger,  by  injections  of  gamma  globulin.  This, 
however,  is  in  very  short  supply  and  can  only  be  used  in  very  special 
cases. 

Diphtheria  has  now  been  almost  completely  eliminated  by  ten 
years  of  active  immunisation. 

Whooping  Cough  is  to-day  the  most  serious  infectious  illness  in 
childhood.  It  should  be  our  endeavour  to  deal  with  whooping  cough 
as  we  have  dealt  with  diphtheria.  At  present  there  is  no  nation-wide 
campaign  for  whooping  cough  immunisation.  Accumulating 
evidence  points  more  and  more  to  the  effectiveness  of  modern 
whooping  cough  vaccines.  I  think  it  is  high  time  a  concentrated 
effort  was  made  to  eliminate  this  disease. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  polio¬ 
myelitis.  The  year  has  added  greatly  to  our  knowledge  of  the 
natural  history  of  this  disease.  The  vast  amount  of  research  which 
has  for  years  been  going  on  with  indifferent  success  is  at  last  bearing 
fruits.  Armed  with  greater  knowledge  we  feel  we  are  in  a  much 
better  position  to  deal  with  the  problem. 

Provision  for  the  care  of  the  aged  and  chronic  sick  has  not 
improved.  The  number  of  chronic  and  elderly  sick  needing  hospital 
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care  appears  to  be  increasing.  The  size  of  the  problem  is  not  even 
known  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  as  it  is  only  seen  in  small 
sections  by  those  dealing  with  the  problem.  The  Hospitals  see  one 
side  of  the  picture,  the  General  Practitioner  and  the  District  Nurse 
another,  and  the  Welfare  Officer  sees  yet  another.  It  might  well 
be  that  simply  by  unification  of  administration  the  problem  could 
be  solved  without  adding  appreciably  to  the  cost  of  the  already  over¬ 
burdened  National  Health  Service. 

The  Council’s  achievement  in  providing  new  houses  is  one  of 
which  they  have  every  right  to  feel  justifiably  proud.  Four  hundred 
and  forty-one  units  of  accommodation  have  been  provided  since 
the  war.  The  total  number  of  Council  houses  and  flats  in  1939  was 
153.  In  spite  of  this  splendid  achievement  there  are  still  many 
families  in  the  district  suffering  hardship  on  account  of  inadequate 
housing.  The  overall  picture  is  undoubtedly  improving  year  by 
year,  but  new  cases  of  hardship  are  continually  coming  to  our 
notice.  The  new  cases  are  chiefly  families  which  are  naturally 
increasing,  and  families  coming  into  the  area  from  other  districts. 

I  regret  to  report  that  little  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing 
with  the  old  and  worn  out  houses  in  the  district.  The  Council  has 
shown  reluctance  in  defining  clearance  areas.  There  are  two  main 
reasons  for  this  reluctance,  namely  a  disinclination  to  uproot  old 
people  from  houses  which  they  have  occupied  for  many  years,  and 
rehouse  them  in  dwellings  at  much  higher  rentals,  and  a  desire  not 
to  deprive  owner-occupiers  of  savings  they  have  invested  in  their 
property.  The  Council  have  deferred  the  consideration  of  any 
clearance  areas  until  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Bill  is  on  the 
Statute  Book. 

The  district  experiences  considerable  nuisance  from  grit  and 
dust.  The  amount  of  grit  and  dust  varies  from  place  to  place  in 
the  district  and  varies  much  with  the  weather  conditions. 

In  connection  with  this  problem,  I  consulted  the  Atmospheric 
Pollution  Section  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research,  who  were  most  helpful,  and  suggested  that  the  first 
step  in  getting  the  nuisance  abated  would  be  to  collect  scientific 
data  on  the  quantity  and  composition  of  the  deposited  grit. 
Schemes  were  submitted  to  the  Council  for  the  measurement  and 
analysis  of  the  grit  deposited.  Unfortunately  the  cost  of  these 
schemes  was  greater  than  the  Council  was  able  to  bear.  Since  then, 
consultation  has  taken  place  with  neighbouring  authorities  to 
explore  the  possibility  of  joint  action.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Southwick  is  a  small  urban  area  on  the  south  coast,  situated 
four  miles  west  of  Brighton. 

The  eastern  arm  of  Shoreham  Harbour,  known  locally  as 
“The  Canal”  flowing  eastwards,  forms  the  southern  boundary  of 
the  district.  On  the  strip  of  land  south  of  the  Canal  are  situated 
the  Electricity  Works  of  the  British  Electricity  Authority  and  the 
Works  of  the  South-Eastern  Gas  Board.  The  sheltered  water  of 
the  Canal  is  used  as  a  harbour  by  sundry  private  yachts. 

The  chief  industries  in  the  town  are  electricity  production, 
dyeing,  market  gardening  and  sheet  metal  work.  Some  fishing  is 
still  carried  on,  but  does  not  amount  to  a  major  industry.

HOSPITAL  AND  SPECIALIST  SERVICES

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever 
forms  of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or  special 
hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital  accom¬ 
modation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances 
subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are  thus  provided 
for— medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases,  and  those 
requiring  sanatorium  or  mental  hospital  treatment. 

The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise:  Worthing,  South¬ 
lands,  Swandean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals;  Zachary 
Merton  Maternity  Home,  Rustington  and  certain  Convalescent 
Homes. 

GENERAL  MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  SERVICES 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the  National 
Health  Service  to  general  medical  and  dental  care.  Local  arrange¬ 
ments  for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National  Health 
Service,  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63  South  Street, 
Chichester. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the 
Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an 
ambulance  are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on 
the  case,  or  through  the  Police  or  public  in  case  of  accidents  or  other 
emergencies.
